TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 

THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  OF  FREEBRIDGE  LOT. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  Area  was  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  as  14,710  compared  with  14 >500  last  year. 

There  were  197  live  births  and  a total  of  178  deaths  giving  a 
natural  increase  of  19*  There  was,  therefore, a movement  into  the 
Area  of  191  persons. 

The  statistics  remain  satisfactory  with  no  maternal  mortality. 
There  was  1 female  death  attributed  to  the  late  effects  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  Ischaemic  heart  disease,  Cerebrovascular  disease  and 
Cancer  are  still  the  main  causes  of  death  which  accords  with  the 
national  aspect  of  mortality.  Forty-one  cases  of  measles  were 
notified  during  the  year  compared  with  3 last  year. 

Smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer  recommended  as  a routine 
procedure  in  early  childhood  hence  the  considerable  drop  in 
vaccination  numbers. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Council  for  their  kind 
consideration  during  the  year  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Watkins.

There  was  however  an  increase  of 
some  39  in  the  number  of  Building  Regulations  applications. 

As  regards  construction  of  Council  dwellings,  this  has 
been  the  best  year  for  some  considerable  time;  some  30  new 
dwellings  were  built  as  follows:-  4 at  day  ton,  4 at  Westacre, 

6 at  Middleton  and  1 6 at  East  Winch. 

In  addition,  good  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of 
the  Grouped  Homes  for  the  elderly  at  Gayton;  later  to  become 
known  as  Grove  Gardens. 

As  regards  building  in  the  private  sector,  a substantial 
increase  was  shown,  some  175  new  dwellings  were  built  as  against 
142  for  1971 . 

In  conclusion  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  for  the  kindness  always  shown  to  me,  and  the  Clerk 
and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  valuable  and  most 
friendly  co-operations.  Finally,  I would  wish  to  thank  all  my 
staff  for  their  great  assistance  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
year. 


Indeed,  I have  been  most  fortunate  with  respect  to  my 
staff,  a number  of  whom  have  been  with  us  for  many  years.  I am 
sure  you  would  care  to  join  with  me  in  thanking  them  sincerely 
for  their  long  and  devoted  service  to  the  Freebridge  Council.
